His Talk Was Full of Truths Put 


in Well Cbosun Language 


of Praise. 


Every man who wears the little 


button of that Grand Army of the 
Republic can take home to himselt 
President Iloosevelt's • words of just 
praise and his eulogy of their deeds. 
Hero was a spectacle of the head ot 
the nation stopping In his dally rout- 
ine of speechmakiiig to pay an 
off- 


hand tribute to the old soldiers that 
came so spontaneously and so from 
tiio heart that its sincerity cannot 
bo doubted. 


Hoosovelt Is a soldier and he knew 


whereof ho spolte. 
He had under- 


gone thu fatigues and discomforts 
of a war which though short 
was 


sharp enough while it lasted 
and 
praise coming from such a source Is 
doubly pleasing. 


His Remarks 
He said in part: 
"I passed by 


on the way to this chamber, the room 
Into which, governor, you said 
1 


should have a chance to look on our 
way back; the room, the memorial 
of the Grand Army, the memorial ot 
those who fought In the great wur. 
I do not think we can ever over-es- 
timate the need there Is that we 
should constantly keep In mind and 
apply to ourselves the lessons taught 
by 
those who fought in the great 
war; who aaw tho dark, bitter strug- 
gle from 'Cl to 'G5, success In wnlch 
meant the making of this nation, the 
most glorious upon which the sun has 
ever shone. 


A Tribute 
"Now, tlioso who won In thai great 


contest, and those, our brothers, who 
valiantly fought against ns, who loat, 
and who are now and are heartily 
forever one with us. 
Tho men who 


fought in that great contest had to 
show more than one set of qualities. 
In the first place they had to show 
downright physical 
prowuess 
and 
strength. 


No Weaklings 
"Xo nation * of weaklings 
could 


have won out In those years of trial. 
We needed to have tho rough, power- 
ful fibre of body. Just as wo needed 
to have the rougher, manlier virile 
virtues In us. No mere sweetness, no 
more love of culture, love of educa- 
tion, no mere capacity for adapting 
ourselves to tho softer side of civili- 
zation, would have prevailed tho men 
who fought to a triumphant ending 
the great civil war.
